To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council; 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Renort  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Rurrl  District  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  mid-year  population  was  10,050  which 
is  an  increase  of  I50  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  ye-^r. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  comparative  purposes  was  13.9  per 
1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  12.6  for  the  previous  year  and  18,2 
for  England  and  ^iales  as  a whole. 

The  Death  Rate  after  adiustment  was  12.3  ‘oer  1,000  which  is  0,9  more 
than  in  1962.  Tho  Rate  for  England  and  "'•Tales  was  11,9. 

Only  2 deaths  occurred  of  infants  under  1 year,  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  I6  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  20.9.  The 
Still  Birth  Rate  based  on  only  one  still  birth  during  the  year  ■’.-^as  0.09  per 
1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  0.3  for  the  country  as  a v/hole. 

iJhile  these  Vital  Statistics  are  subject  to  considerable  fluctuation 
having  regard  to  the  small  numbers  on  which  they  are  based,  they  nevertheless 
reflect  a satisfactory  st-^te  of  community  health  for  the  year  under  review. 

No  problems  arose  in  connection  with  in-fectious  disease.  There  vras  an 
outbreak  of  me  isles  during  tho  year  when  I5I  cases  were  notified,  most  of  the 
cases  occurring  among  school  children.  A small  outbreak  of  erysipelas  occurred 
am.ong  the  elderly  patients  at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Etchinghill,  L of  whom 
w'ero  transferred  to  Dover  Isolation  Hospital, 

Details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  tho  District  are  included  in  the 
Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  this  Report  also  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  continued  absence  of 
any  evidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  in  tho  course  of  meat  inspection  and  the 
progressive  decline  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculous  infecti'-u  in  p"gs. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  uo  express  my  apnreciation  of  tho 
Council's  support  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  to  tharlc  the  members  of 
tho  Staff  generally  for  their  r-i.ady  assistance  throughout  tho  year.

(a)  Hospitals « 

St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Etching  hill,  situated  vrithin  the  Rural  District, 
provides  accominodat ion  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  cases  and  is 
administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
Appropriate  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  maternity  cases  and 
infectious  diseases  are  provided  by  the  Board’s  hospitals  elsewhere  in  the 
region. 

(b  ) Laboratory  Facilities  • 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertakes  the  examination  of 
pathological  and  other  specimens  as  well  as  the  routine  bacteriological 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  other  samples, 

( c )  Nursing  and  Midwifer-  ^ryice : 

These  domiciliary  services  are  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Council  ih  ich 
is  the  administrative  authority  for  them  in  the  Rural  area.  The  following 
information  on  the  work  of  the  services  during  19^3  has  been  prc?vided  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer.

The  death  of  one  un-not  if  led  case  of  pnlnionary  tuberculosis  vms 
during  the  ye-^r,  relating  to  a male  aged  81  years,  and  has  been  assigned 
accordingly  in  Table  4, 

The  cause  of  death  was  stated  to  be  acute  bronchitis  due  to  chronic 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  Chest  Physician  was  however  avrare  of  the  patient's 
condition  which,  in  his  opinion,  did  not  merit  notification. 

Of  the  14  patients  whose  names  vrere  remo^/ed  frot  the  Register  during  the 
year,  8 were  regarded  as  recovered,  3 removed  from  the  District  and  3 died. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  'Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1925,  (regarding  tuberculous  persons  employed  in  the  milk  trade) 
or  Section  172  of  the  ^blic  Health  Act,  1936,  (regarding  the  compulsory 
removal  of  tuberculous  patients  to  hospital). 

Mass  Radiography; 

In  October  and  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Council  a "'.obllo  X^Ray 
Unit  under  the  control  of  Dr,  G.I.  Rees  Jones,  K.R.C.S,;  L.R.C.P.,  Medical 
Director  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service,  carried  out  a public  survey  at 
various  parish  centres  within  the  District,  a visit  alsc  being  made  to 
St.  Mary's  Hospital.

The  owner  of  the  site  for  the  proposed  sewage  treatment  works  has 
withdrawn  his  offer  to  sell  the  land  to  the  Gotincil  and  negotiations  have  had 
to  be  re-opened. 

The  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
who  considered  it  without  holding  a public  enquiry. 

The  Minister’s  decision  is  expected  in  the  New  Year, 

(b ) Cesspool  }i!mptying 

Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  t’ro  750  gallon  cmptiers  and 
by  hiring  two  vehicles  from  Messrs.  Liquid  Refuse  Disposals  Ltd.  for  part  of 
the  year, 

Considereable  overtime  was  worked,  but  despite  this  there  was  a delay  of 
five  weeks  between  receipt  and  execution  of  requests  to  empty  cesspools. 

No  separate  charge  is  levied  for  this  service. 

The  delay  in  emntying  vas  aggravated  by  the  increase  in  development  in 
Lyrapne  and  Sellindgo  prior  to  the  proposed  m.ain  drainage  scheme  coming  into 
operation,
